At various intervals throughout the 
ages persons have arisen who aston- 
ished their generation by their strange 
gifts and ocult powers. Sometimes 
these persons were revealed as fakirs 
iin their own day. Sometimes they 
got by while they lived, only to be un- 
masked by subsequent investigators. 
Sometimes they had made discoveries 
slightly before their time and claim- 
ed a supernatural origin for natural 
phenomena. Occasionally a man 
amazes the people of his own time and 
leaves the mystery which is never sol- 
ved. To one of these classes belongs 
Eugenia Dennis, a Kansas City school 
girl and who appears to have some re- 
markable gift. She makes no claim of 
being in communication with the spirit 
world. She does not know how she 
performs her wonders, and is in every 
respect an ordinary flapper, who ad- 
mits she is fond of boys and chocolates 
and who is no brighter, save for her 
queer gift, than the ordinary girl of 
her age The theory is advanced that 
she has “phychic eyes,” whatever that 
may be. That she is a trickster ap- 
pears to be an untenable theory. She 
has already been investigated to estab- 
lish this point by a man who is an ac- 
knowledged expert. 


The “Psychic Eyes.” 


It was about a year ago that Miss 
Dennis began to startle her friends 
by her powers, one of her first victims 
being a youth who was driving her in 
his car and chose a shady spot just 
outside the town where he thought he 
might suitably stop and refresh him- 
self with a kiss. He was getting him- 
self all set for the exercise, with Miss 
Eugenie not averse, when suddenly a 
rapt look crossed her face and she 
stammered: “A man—hurt—an au- 
tomobile—quick—if they do not— 
hurry he will die—send a message to 
the hospital—quick.” Then she faint 
ed. The amazed boy shook her by the 
arm and in a moment she came round. 
She told him to hurry with his car 
into town, as there had been an acci- 
dent, and if help did not come imme- 
L He put on 
all speed in the direction she pointed 
out and presently saw two wrecked au- 
tomobiles and a little group of people. 
They told him that the victim of the 
collision had been already taken to the 
hospital. It would appear that Miss 
Dennis was somehow or other made 
aware of the accident at the moment 
it happened. In fact she saw it. 


Finding Lost Articles. 


Some time ago she paid a visit to 
Omaha, and it was from there that the 
first public news of her queer gift 
emanated. One of her woman friends 
remarked that she had lost a valuable 
diamond ring the day before, and Eu- 
genie, without going into a trance, but 
merely concentrating her mind, told 
her where it had been dropped. She 
said it would be recovered if she hur- 
ried, because in half an hour a man 
with a vacuum cleaner would be busy 
with the rugs. The matron huis:.d 
away to the friend’s house, went to the 
room, and at the designated spot pick- 
ed up thering. She had not recovered 
from her amazement and delight when 
a servant knocked at the door and ask- 
ed if it would be convenient for him 
to clean the rugs. There were several 
other similar incidents which found 
their way into the newspapers, with 
the result that the American Society 
for Psychical Research in New York 
became interested and commissioned 
an investigator. 


Investigated by Expert. 


It happened that the best investi- 
gator for one phase of the problem is 
a resident of Omaha. He is David 
Abbot, whose business is the manu- 
facture of paraphernalia for magi- 
cians, It is said that half the tricks 
of the professors of legerdemain are 
the invention of Abbott. He has of- 
ten said that he can duplicate any 
trick of the professional mediums and 
was eager to interview Miss Dennis. 
It was arranged that she should live 
at his house for a few weeks. She did 
so, and Abbott’s report, which has 
been forwarded to the society, will say 
that she remains a mystery to him, 
and that there can be no possibility of 
fraud in what she performs. Nothing 
more dramatic in the history of these 
investigations ever occurred than the 
incident one evening some three weeks 
ago, when Mr. Abbott invited some 
twenty-five guests to meet the girl 
and witness a demonstration of her 
powers. For a while she remained 
chatting with them, telling them 
things about their past lives, which as- 
tonished them., when suddenly she 
stopped and cried:: “Wait! Wait!”

“I'm getting something!" she ex- 
claimed, “Something awful is hap- 
pening. A man is being killed right 
now—right now in Omaha. I see a 
street car.

This is 
in accordance with the policy adopted 
by the new government at the begin- 
ning of the year, of placing all farms 
in connection with Government Insti- 
tutions under direction of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

GRASSHOPPEH ORGANIZATION 
MEETING HELD IN PINCH- 
ER CREEK

Representatives farmers and coun 
\cillors of the municipalities of Living- 
stone No. 70 and Kerr No. 39, are 
ready to begin war against the grass- 
hopper.

The meeting was addressed by Mr. 
J. C. Hooper, Principal of the Clares- 
holm School of Agriculture. 

Mr. E. G. Cook, M.L.A., gave an ex- 
planation of certain parts of the act 
providing for the extermination of 
agricultural pests and dealing chiefly 
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Alberta | 


The program involves an expenditure | 


with its relation to the control of 
grasshoppers. 

The seriousnsess of the grasshopper 
situation was fully discussed and it 
was made evident that unless strong 
measures were used in the very near 
future that Alberta would be faced 
with the most serious grasshopper 
outbreak in the history of the prov- 
ince. Methods of controlling the out 
break were discussed. It was pointed 
out that poison bait was the only im- 
mediate remedy. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
divided the infested area into twenty- 
two divisions with a man in charge of 
each area. The Pest Act forces every 
one to control grasshoppers. It com- 
pels the council of each municipality 
to take effective measures to destroy 
grasshoppers. Any person failing to 
comply with the provisions of the act 
or with any notice or regulation pro- 
vided for or who obstructs any officer 
in the discharge of his duties shall be 
liable to on summary conviction to 4 
penalty of not more than one hundred 
dollars and costs. The Department of 
Agriculture has bought supplies of 
poison bait ingredients which will be 
located chiefly at Calgary, Lethbridge 
and Medicine Hat. These supplies will 
be supplied to organized and unorgan- 
ized districts at one half the purchase 
price on such ingredients on an F.O.B. 
Calgary basis. The Department will 
also defray the cost of distributing 
all such ingredients to the railway de- 
pot nearest to the mixing centres. 

Each organized and unorganized 
district is advised to purchase one or 
more mixing machines so that the bait 
will be turned out in sufficient quan- 


visable that orders for poison bait in- 
gerdients and mixing machines be 
made as soon as possible. 

It is hoped that every person will 
co-operate to the fullest extent so 
that the cost will be reduced as far as 
possible.

ACANADIAN 
SCHOLAR RE 
NOTED POETS. 


It seems rather curions to find the 
University of Alberta the address of 
a scholar who has devoted much time, 
thought and care to the production of 
a work upon the Poets Laureate of 
England, yet Edmund Kemper Broad- 
us, professor of English at the Uni- 
versity, has written what is the first 
book upon that subject we have ever 
come across. He finds the beginnings 
| of the office far back in the middle 
\ages when it was the custom of courts 
to have among their entourage men 
who would entertain the bored mon- 
archs with songs or would flatter them 
with tributes to their exaggerated 
deeds of prowess. These troubadors 
and minstrels were probably as an- 
cient an institution as that of king’s 
jester, but while the latter has long 
been obsolete, the singers have in 
course of time become officially recog- 
nized as the crowned poets, although 
their present function is far different 
from what it was originally. 


Dryden The First. 


The office was established officially 
in 1668 when John Dryden was made 
poet laureate, although hundreds of 
years earlier there were poets who 
were referred to as laureates. This 
title, however, had to do with their 
academic degrees, which began to be 
distributed after the founding of Ox- 
| ford, Prof. Broadus’s researches, 
therefore, confirm the general impres- 
sion that John Dryden was the first 
poet laureate. He was also one of the 
best. He had the idea that the func- 
|tion of his office was to act as a 
|kind of poet-advocate and spokes- 
man for the court. He was the royal 
propogandist, and, as Prof. Broadus 
}says, it would be hard to find a more 
perfect example of official poetry 
than his “Absoalum Achitophel.” 
|But even this recommendation, we sup- 
| pose, will hardly drive many readers

Dryden’s successors did not have 
this view of their duties. Indeed un- 
til we come down 4aSanthey it is 
doubtful if the poets laureate had any 
views worthy of respect on any mat- 
ter Certainly they were not able to 
get them expressed in verse.

HISTORIC TOWER USED 


TO FILM “CARNIVAL | 


*Virst Time Picture Producers Were 


Enabled to Secure Permission to 
Use Classic Campanile 


Filming Venice from the topmost 
part of the loggietta of the classic 
Campanile of St. Marks was the 
unique experience of Harley Knoles, in 
the making of “Carnival,” his elabor- 
ate screen spectacle, recently released 
by United Artists. Incidentally, it 
marked the first time that a motion 
picture camera has been permitted 
within the precincts of the famous 
medieval tower. This production will 
be the feature at the Empress Theatre 
Wednesday and Thursday next. 

The Campanile, which towers above 
St. Marks Square, is over one thou- 
sand years old and is one of the sights 
of Venice. 

It was built originally as a sort of 
lighthouse and lookout tower com- 
bined. Huge iron baskets were at- 
tached to the corners of the tower and 
filled at night with oil-soaked mater- 
ial, so that when lighted, they could) 
be seen from the sea to guide the 
Venetian ships safely into the harbor.

DEATH OF G. W. IVES 


Came West In 1879 as N. W. M. P. Re- 
cruit—Vather of Mr, Justice 
W. C, Ives, 


Death removed another of the pic- 
turesque figures of the last great West 
at 8 o'clock on Friday morning of last 
week in the person of George C, Ives, 
73 years of age, who died after an ill- 
ness covering the whole of the win‘er. 
Mr. Ives was the father of Mr, Justice 
Ives, formerly of Lethbridge, now of 
Calgary, and of Mrs. E. P. McNeil, 
recently of 


Macleod, now residing in 


P.Q., and came west at an early age 
as a member of the N, W. M. Police. 
That was in 1879. Later he left the 
force, taking up ranching in the Pin- 
cher Creek district, a section of Alber- 
ta which he dearly loved. He ranched 
there until he was appointed customs 
officer at Macleod in 1890, He has 
lived here since that time. 

The deceased was a_ well-known 
figure among stockmen of the south 
for many years. He was one of the 
very earliest pioneers of this country 
and never tired recalling the “good 
old days” in the West when buffalo 
were not an uncommon sight. He was 
a Mason and a member of the Metho- 
dist church,

Very few people have any idea cof 
the expense incurred in connection 
with the plan ror exterminating the 
grasshopper pest in the various dis- 
tricts. In Southern Alberta alone it ‘s 
estimated that it will take at least 250 
carloads of bran and as many more of 
sawdust, thousands of pounds of white 
arsenic and huge quantities of com- 
mon salt. This year the poisoned bait 
prepared will not contain molasses, 
which is the most expensive article in- 
corporated in the mixture. It is 
thought the hoppers will take the new 
bait as readily as that in which 
molasses has been included, but this‘ 
will only be known definitely after 
the commencement of operations. 
With the elimination of the sweeten- 
er the cost of the mixture, it is claim- 
ed, will be reduced fully one-half, The 
cost of the poisoned bait put on last 
season in the Municipal District of 


Bright amounted to $2,528.10, 
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
